Is Our Moon Inhabited? — But here the 
question is naturally suggested whether our 
own moon, which is hut a quarter of a miHion 
of miles from us, ought not first to he exam- 
ined for signs oflife, or, atleast, of being fitted 
for the support of life. When the telescope 
was first invented, it is certain that astrono- 
mers were more hopeful of recognizing such 
signs in the moon tlinu in any other celestial 
body. As telescopes of greater and greater 
power were constructed, our satellite was 
searched with a more and more eager scrutiny. 
And many a long year elapsed before astrono- 
mers would accept the conclusion that the 
moon's surface is wholly unfitted for the sup- 
port of any of those forms of life with which 
we are familiar upon earth. That the belief in 
lunar men prevailed in the popular mind long 
after astronomers had abandoned it, is shown 
by ihe eager credulity with which the story ol 
Sir John Herschel’s supposed observations of 
tile customs and manners ot the Lunarians was 
accepted even among well-educated men. Who 
tan forget the gravity with which Mint most 
amazing hoax was repeated in all quarters ? 
It was, indeed, ingeniously contrived. The 
anxiety of Sir John Herschet to secure the as- 
sistance of King William, and the care with 
which “our sailor-king” inquired whether the 
interest of nautical astronomy would be ad 
vanned by the proposed inquiries; the plaus- 
ible explanation of the mode ot observation 
depending, we were gravely assured, upon the 
transfusion of light; the trembling anxiety 
of Herschel and his fellow- workers as the 
moment arrived when their search was to com- 
mence; the flowers, resembling poppies, which 
first rewarded their scrutiny ; and the final 
introduction upon the scene of those winged 
beings— not, strictly speaking, men, nor prop- 
erly to be called angels — to whom Herschel 
assigned the generic appellation, Vesper tilio 
Homo, or Batmen. All these things, and many 
others equally amusing, were described with 
marvelous gravity', and with an attention to 
details reminding one of the description in 
Gulliver's Travels. One can hardly wonder, 
then, that the narrative was received in many 
quarters with unquestioning faith, nor, per- 
haps, even at the simplicity with which (as 
Sir John Herschel himself relates) well-mean- 
ing persons planned measures for sending mis- 
sionaries “among the poor benighted Luna- 
rians.'’ 

Yet astronomers have long known full cer- 
tainly that no forms of life, such as we are 
familiar with, can exist upon the moon. They 
know that if our satellite has an atmorphere at 
all, that atmosphere must ba so limited in ex- 
tent that no creatures we arc acquainted wilh 
could live in it. They know that she has no 
oceans, seas, rivers or lakes, neither clouds 
nor rains, and that if she had, there would be 
no winds to waft moisture from place to place, 
or to cause the clouds to drop fatness upon the 
lunar fields. They know, also, that the moon’s 
surface is subjected alternately to a coid fat- 
more intense than that which hinds our arctic 
regions in everlasting frost, and to a heat com- 
pared with which the fierce moon of a tropical 
day is as the freshness of a spring morning. 
They search only over the lunar disc for the 
signs of volcanic action, feeling well assured 
that no traces of the existence of living crea- 
tures will ever be detected in that desolate orb.

Lake Yeu.owstone. — Lake Yellowstone it 
a lonely but lovely inland sen, everywben 
surrounded by “forest primeval,” and nes'Ied 
in the bosom of the Rocky Mountains. Som> 
trappers have insisted that its waters ran 
both to the Atlantic and Pacific, but such i- 
not the case. The summit of the main chain 
however, approaches within half a mile of it 
south shore, and in places the divide is very 
little above the lake. Its slutpe resembles tin 
broad hand of an honest German Who lias 
bad his fore-finger and the two adjoining shot 
off at the second joint, while fighting for gloty 
and Emperor William. The palm of the hand 
represents the main body, or north part of tin 
lake. The fingers and thumb, spread to theii 
utmost extent — the thumb and little finger be 
ing much the longest — represent inlets identing 
the south shore and stretching inland, as il 
to wash away the Rocky Mountains. Between 1 
these inlets project high, rocky promontories, 
covered with dense timber. The largest 
stream flows into the lake at its upper end, 
or the extreme south cast corner. This stream 
is really the Yellowstone River, which, for a 
distance of thirty miles, has an average 
width of over fifteen miles. This enlarge- 
ment constitutes the lake, which, after being 
augmented by several smaller streams, narrows 
down to thewidtb of aneighili of a mile, and 
flows northward toward the great fall.

RADICAL VS. DEMOCRATIC EXTRAVAGANCE 
The Radical press and public speakers at- 
tempt to make capital, and divert public at- 
tention from the shortcomings of their party, I y 
clamoring over the extravagance of the Dem- 
ocratic party in Kentucky in the expenditure 
of §10,000 for the repairing and furnishing 
the Governor’s mansion in 1867. The neces- 
sity of resorting to such a pitty argument 
shows how reduced they are in their ability 
to find material for criticism in the adminis- 
tration of the party in this State. The State 
of Kentucky engages to furnish its Governor 
with a dwelling-house and all its appuite- 
ninces, in goa l order an 1 ready for house- 
keeping, which inclules furniture, boil and 
table linen, china, glass, and everything nec- 
es-saiv for domestic comfort. The building 
owned b; the State here, and known as the 
Executive Mansion, was built in 1808, and as 
miy he imagined, is not a very elegant house 
now, however grand it miy have been re 
garded when it was new. From time to 
time it has been patched up, and is only made 
presentable by periodical overhauling.^, and 
l>v being thoroughly repaired and refurnished 
— each of which occasions afford political 
capital in a small way for the party out o 1 
power. In 1835, when Governor Morehead 
came into ofiiie, the mansion was over 
hiuisl a id refurnished. Tnose familiar with 
the following gubernatorial canvass of 
1839 will remember how the expense! 
figure 1 in the stump discussions, the present 
Ualical cfF art being a weak imitation of the 
Dem icralic wit of that day leveled against 
the ‘ one hundred and eighty-five dollar rose- 
wood what-not,” .and other puzzling items in 
the bills. 

The next general refitting of the mansion 
occurred in 1867. During the intervening 
twelve years the house had gone much to 
rack from ordinary wear and tear, and needed 
a thorough renovating to mike it cam’ortable ■ 
It needed a new roof, to be newly painted, 
inside an 1 out, newly papered, and supplied 
with furniture and housekeeping articles o 1 
every kind. Out-buildings had to he repaired, 
an 1 the lot fenced. Yet the whole was done 
at a cost of about $16,000; and there is not a 
practical man who, viewing the premises, will 
not say it was well and cheaply done. As to 
furniture, the house is not more cxpjnsively 
furnished than woul 1 have been done by any 
private gintlem m, with an incline equal to 
the Givernir’s silary. Sams claptrap is 
attempted overono or two items, such as a fifty 
dollar punch-bowl and a thirty-five dollar 
ouebre- table. Tne latter is simply a small 
marble-top center table, such as adorns the 
parlor of almost every citizen ; and because 
named as it is in the cabinet-miker’s bill, it 
does not follow that it was designed or is 
used only for card playing. The punch-bowl 
is of china, of a size necessary Ibr the enter- 
tainment of public guests at the Governor’s 
receptions, and used only on such occasions. 
But we had not intended to enter into any 
detailed or formal defense of such foolish 
charges, and merely give the explanations we 
have in order to’show how flimsy this charge 
of extravagance is. 

Now, as a contrast to this, look at the follow 
ing appropriations by Congress, which we find 
offiiially given in tho last number of tho Com- 
monwealth, which states that it is “ tho se- 
lected official organ of tho Government for 
tho publication of the laws.” 

In the act approved March 3, 1871 : 

For lighting the Capitol, executive mansion, 
and public grounds. $10,000. 

For puichase of flower-pats, mats, glasses, 
and twine, $1,000. 

For annual repairs of the executive mansion, 
$5 000. 

For refurnishing executive mansion, 
$5,000. 

For care and improvement of grounds of 
executive mansion, $5,000. 

For fuel for executive mansion, $3,000. 

For repair of green house of executive man- 
sion, and purchase of plants, $3,000. 

And yet, in the same paper, in the defi 
ciency bill, approved March 3d, 1871, we find 
also the following items : 

For annual repairs of the President’s house, 
$3,901 84. 

For refurnishing tho President’s house 
$11,464 89. 



Now, when it is remembered that when 
President Grant came into office, the White 
House was repaired and refurnished at an ex- 
pense of nearly $100,000, and that the items 
in the last bill are in addition to tho sums ap- 
propriated in the regular appropriation bill, it 
is very easy to see what tho true Radical idea 
of economy is whenever its party gets hold of 
the purse strings. The items we give are hut 
a drop in the bucket of the expenses of the 
executive mansion; and yet, because it took 
$16,000 to refit the old mansion hero after a 
long season of neglect, the Democratic party 
is advertised as having robbed tho Treasury, 
and plunged (he State into bankruptcy. 

Jr'S* The Frankfort Commonwealth has a 
singularly ill-natured fling at Gov. Graiz 
Brown, because that distinguished gentleman 
cbooses'to be Conservative, and shows signs 
of rebellion against the usurpations and ex- 
treme measures of the Radical party. Does 
the Commonwealth suppose that the good 
men and real patriots of the Republican party 
are to go on forever tolerating and acquiescing 
in the violations of tho Constitution, and 
other enormities committed by a Radical Con" 
gress and President, and never speak out ? 
Must Governor Brown stand by and see con- 
stitutional liberty assassinated with a Ku- 
Klux bill, by his political associates, and 
make no sign of protest, no effort to save the 
Republic? Must ho stand by and see the 
last vestige of the leserved rights of the 
Statesswept away by a shameless rule-or-ruin 
faction of his party — he, a Benton Democrat 
— without raising a finger to resist tho mon- 
sttoiis enormity ?

Wc do this partly ns a matter of news, that 
our readers may see what is going on, but more 
especially to make some comments on it ; to 
show how what is called public sentiment in 
this country is frequently manufactured and 
imposed upon the credulous masses. 

It is true that Mr. Smalley, who announces 
himself ns a correspondent of the Tribune, did 
call on Mr. Stephens on the 3d i list. He was 
received civilly by him, ns all persons are 
whose demeanor is civil, whether high or low, 
rich or poor, white or biack. 

When, however, the object of his visit was 
staled, Mr. Stephens promptly told him that 
while he wished to treat him and all persons 
civilly, yet he could hold no conversation with 
him for any such purpose as that which lie 
proposed; that he did uot choose for his views 
upon public questions and public affairs to be 
given to the public iu any such way ; that 
when he had anything to say to the public he 
preferred it to he said in his own language ; 
that no man could talk with another lor an 
hour or two, and from memory alone give an 
accurate report of the words used, even if the 
object was to give the substance of what was 
said ; hut in most instances of this sort, the 
object was to distort the meaning by giving 
the exact words iu some parts of the report, 
while omitting others in their proper connec- 
tion, by which very erroneous impressions 
were produced ; that he had a perfect loathing 
and detestation of having his views thus pre- 
sented to the public on any subject ; and that 
he had no concealment of his sentiments on 
public questions to make from any person who 
might desire them for his own information, 
and where everything said would stand to- 
gether in its proper connection, producing its 
proper impression. 

It was not until after an assurance was given 
by Mr. Smalley that lie would not make any 
report for the press, of anything said by him, 
that Mr. Stephens consented to talk to him at 
till, on public affairs. 

Upon the repeated urgent wish of Mr. Smal- 
ley, that he miglU be permitted to give some 
account of the views expressed, Mr. Stephens 
gave full permission to him to refer to any 
written exposition of h is views which had been 
published by his authority, using the words of 
such authorized exposition of his opinious, and 
not those of his own substitution. 

For this purpose, Mr. Stephens furnished 
him with a copy of the Augusta (Gu.) Chroni- 
cle and Sentinel, in which his positiou, on most 
of the matters alluded to in the conversation, 
was very correctly stated, and bv bis authority. 
“If you wish to give my views lo the rcadeis 
of the Tribune,” said he, “take that, and give 
them in the words and connection therein stt 
forth.” 

This article, from the Chronicle and Senti- 
nel. appears on our first page to-day. Wc ask 
our readers lo peruse it carefully and compare 
it with ilr. Smalley’s report. This will show

In reference to the “new departure” by the 
iatc Democratic Cjnvention of Pennsylvania, 
from the old creed of the party, Mr. Stephens 
did not say that he did uot wish his views “to 
be made public,” but lie did not wish them tu 
be made public in the way proposed; ar.d that 
when he should be disposed to give them to the 
public, if ever, he wished them to be given in 
his own words and in such a way ns lie might 
choose. 

In reference to another war, and the differ- 
ence between Mr. Stephens and Gen. Toombs 
as to tit- 1 “possibility’' ofnnothcr war “between 
I the North and South,” Mr. Smalley entirely 
omits to state that Mr. Stephens was exceed- 
ingly emphatic in his opposition to any such 
resort, without regard to its possibility. “Un- 
der our system ot Government,” said be, “the 
only sure hope for the preservation of putiiic 
j liberty, and the rectification of wrongs of any 
I sort, us well ns setting aside usurpations by 
Congress, was in the peaceful and more effec- 
tive appeal to the instrumentalities of the Con- 
stitution — the b;u lot-box — tlie Legislative, Ju- 
dicial and Executive Departments of tile Gov- 
ernment. Liberty is seldom achieved by wars 
or physical force ; it is tlie natural offspring of 
a cultivated reason, and an enlightened sense 
of justice.” 

In regard to the acts of Congress known as 
the “Reconstruction Measures,” upon which 
lucre based the Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
Amendments, all of which he considered gloss 
usurpations by n majority faction in Congress, 
he expressed himself in mo t decided language, 
that there should be nn resistance — no physical 
force. The proper course, in his opinion, to be 
pursued by tlie friends of liberty in nil the 
States, towards these measures, was the same 
as that advised by Mr. Jefferson to be pursued 
by tlie same class towards tlie infamous “Alien 
and Sedition Acts” in 1798-99. While hold- 
ing them to be flagrant usurpations, and dc- 
! nottneing litem as “nullities and not laws” de 
jure, yet, having the form ot laws, they were 
to be obeyed so long as they were held to be so 
by those in authority, clothed with power to 
execute them. The rightful remedy for these 
I outrages upon constitutional rights was not in 
accepting them as “accomplished facts” not to 
be assailed nor questioned, nor iu granting 
absolution to the perpetrators of litem, but by 
exhibiting their enormous wrongs, to arouse 
t he masses of the people everywhere, and to 
rally them to the polls, that they might there 
j give their public condemnation, both upon them 
and their authors. 

This part of the conversation it did not 
suit tlie purpose and object, perhaps, ot 
1 the Tribune “ interviewer” to r< peat, or even 
| so much as aliuce to, or, if he did in- 
tend to allude lo it, in one sentence, it is in 
such terms as weakens its force and breaks its 
! effect. 

Mr. Stephens did not, in any part of the con- 
J versation, speak “of the civilization of Georgia 
before the war as tlie highest in tlie world.” 

I He did speak of the general condition and hap- 
[ pi ness of the people of Georgia at the time re- 
ferred to — of ull classes, black as well as white. 
He moreover said, taken as a a whole — looking 
to physical comfort, to habits of temperance, 
sobriety, industry, and thrift; to the general 
absence of want; infrequency of crime ; to 
the standard of moral culture and religious 
training; and last, though not least, to the 
principles of integrity and honor — they were 
unsurpassed by the people of any State or 
Commonwealth of equal number of inhabitants 
in the world. Mr. Stephens is a little better 
iufurtned, and not quite so loose or extravagant 
in his language, as to speak of these most ad- 
mirable characteristics of the people of Georgia 
iu other days as the highest civilization in Hie 
world. It was but the beginning in their 
progress to that higher cmineuce to which they 
aimed. But of it, as it was, her sons may ever 
be proud. 

We have not the time or space to say more 
on this subject at present, except to add: That 
whatever others may think of the grades of 
civilization, high or low, our opinion is, that 
good manners and genteel breeding constitute 
one of its brightest ornaments ; and that it is 
uo evidence of any degree of it to boast of, in 
behalf of the people of any State or Kingdom, 
for one of the recoginized enlighteners of his 
fellow-citizens or subjects, after being civilly 
received and kindly treated by strangers, to go 
offandmake such gratuitous flings and sneers at 
the poverty of his hospitable entertainers, as 
the Tribune correspondent has seen fit to do in 
this case, upon tlie good people of Crawford- 
ville and their bumble residencies. 

This may be taken as a sample of the type 
of the civilization and progress in social inter- 
course, favored by the New York Tribune, as 
Mr. Smalley, we believe, is recognizid as one 
of its ablest and raciest correspondents. 

Now we venture to say that but few Georgi- 
ans, if any, totild be found, even in the pres- 
ent doivn-trcdden condition of the good old

BoUTWRLL AND PLEASANTON FEUD. 

Washington, June 23. 

The feud between Secretary Boutwcll and 
General Pleasanton, Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, is the subject of general discussion, 
and must soon come to a crisis. It dates back 
to the time of Pleasanton’s appointment, Mr. 
Bout well then desiring the place to be given to 
Douglass. Since then Pleasanton's friends say 
Boulwell has been constantly overriding his 
policy and decisions. There was a question of 
the duration of the income lax, and Boutwcll 
compelled the collection for five months, which 
Pleasanton deemed illegal. Boutwcll was 
much dissatisfied wtieu Pleasanton, contrary to 
his (Boutwcll's) policy, went before the com- 
mittee of Congress, and advocated the entire 
repeal of the income tax. Pleasanton's decis- 
ions were reversed, until finally he looked into 
the law and satisfied himself he bad given up 
too much to the Secretary; that in tlie collect- 
ing of revenue he was not responsible to Bout- 
well, but independent, and this view he com- 
municated to the Secretary. It seems that 
Boulwell sent for certain clerks of the Commis- 
sioner to interrogate them, touching the busi- ( 
ness of the office, and General Pleasanton took 
umbrage. Boutw cll said that he wns the head 
of the department, and insisted on the right to 
communicate directly with his subordinates. 
Pleasanton answered it was like an army in 
the fiald, and that when t lie Secretary wanted 
information he should send lor the head of the 
bureau.

A FIRST VISIT TO LEXINGTON, KY.— A 
FLYING TRIP THROUGH THE 
BLUE-GRASS ELYSIAN 
FIELDS. 

The assistant editor of this paper, having 
recently become a citizen of Kentucky, paid 
his first visit to Lexington one day last week. 
On our way thither, we were agreeably dis- 
appointed in not finding the country tho dead 
level we had been taught to expect, but 
gently and beautifully unduiating — enough 
so, at least, to make it all the more suitable 
for the purposes of the agriculturist, and to 
relieve the eye of that dreary and fatiguing 
monotory so destructive of the poetic senti- 
ment and so generally regarded as unfavora- 
ble to health. 

On our way to Lexington, the first object o 
interest that attracted our attention was the 
somewhat ancient-looking, yellowish-colored 
monument, on the roadside, in the outskirts 
of the handsome village of Midway. Upon 
inquiry, we found fliat it was intended to do 
honorto, and perpetuate the memory of, Col. W 
R. McKee, the founder of the town and one of 
the original projectors and builders of the 
Lexington, Frankfort and Louisville railroad. 

During our ride thence to Lexington, we 
made the pleasant chance acquaintance of a 
gentleman of the vicinage, native to the 
beautiful region we were gliding through, 
who, being both an agriculturist and trader, 
was on his way to Lexington to “bear” the 
barley market, of which large quantities aro 
annually produced in Woodford. S:ott, and 
adjacent counties, and sold in that city. In- 
quiring from him what sort of a place Lex- 
ington was, ho at once ‘went off into heroics 
of eulogy’ upon what seemed to be his 
favorite theme. Alter describing the city and 
its beautiful and historical surroundings, 
informing us that the time was, a great many 
years ago, when Lexington was a wholesale 
market to the merchants of Cincinnati, Lou- 
isville. and St. Louis, he wound up his 
eulogium substantially thus : ‘ But, sir, the 
crowning glory of Lexington is its magnificent 
court-house, which, as you have doubtless 
heard, is tho one in which Henry Clay 
achieved his first great oratorical triumphs, 
and plumed his wings for those subsequent 
loftier flights in the Congress of the Union, 
which won for him a world-wide admiration 
and fame. That court-house, sir, is, indeed, 
a splendid specimen of architectural skill ; 
grand and tasteful in its proportions, and a 
monument to the liberality of the wealthy 
sovereigns of Fayette county. It is, sir, in 
brief, the pride of Kentucky — a temple o* 
justice w orthy of the noble people whose an- 
cestors constructed it, and of the proud Cap 
ital of the Blue-grass Region.” 

On arriving at the city, imagine our sup- 
prise when confronted by the original of this 
splendid description, wo beheld the ancient 
dingy, narrow, contracted, yellow-stained, 
old country chuich-looking structure. Turn 
ing to our companion, he met our amazed 
look with a broad grin of satisfaction at the 
success of his practical joke, and at once 
started oil' on w hat he regarded as tho true 
tack : “Didn’t jou know I was joking ? 
'Bride of Kentucky ,’ indeed! No sir ; its a 
crying disgrace to the people of this city and 
county', who, by submitting to a light extra 
tax, for two or three years, could wel* afford 
to build the finest court-house in the world 
These people brag — and justly too — that the 
Blue grass Region, of which this is the 
Capital, is the garden spot of the wroild — the 
place where Eden might have been ; and yet, 
here you see they have a court bouse that 
would disgrace the poorest county and people 
in the Union. It makes me mad to think, 
much mote to talk, about it !” 

The age of Lexington may be very nearly 
arrived at by the fact that, when its founders 
were casting about fora name for this pio- 
jected city, the news reached them of iho 
battle of Lexington, fought within 12 miles 
of Boston, Mass , on the 18th of April, 1775- 
This at once decided them to give it a name 
which they clearly foresaw would, as tho 
name of the first conflict for freedom and in 
dependence, become a household word 
throughout all America ; and so they christ- 
ened their cherished oantling Lexington. 
Who, prior to 1860, would ever have dreamed 
that a city with such a history, such a 
christening, such a sacrameut and consecra- 
tion to liberty would, before a century old, 
become the headquarters of such a satrap rf 
tyranny and blood as reigned there in 1864 
— and that satrap, too, a native Kentuckian ? 

During o«r short stay at Lexington, we 
paid our respects to the distinguished editor 
of the Press, Mr. Hart Gibson, and intended 
to call upon all the other members of the edi 
torial profession, but, by the time we got 
through with the kind hospitalities of Mr. 
Gibson, and Col. W. C P. Breckinridge, for 
merly of the Observer and Reporter, we found 
it was nearly train time, and was thus com- 
pelled to defer that pleasure to. a future 
visit. 

We think Lexington quite comes up to all 
wo had previously heard in its praise — all, and 
in every respect, except possibly the court- 
house — and, if permitted, we fully intend to 
cultivate an acquaintance so auspiciously be- 
gun. Especially, do we desire to see Ashland 
and the University. We are quite sure that 
Lexington has that, to visitors, most important 
of all requisites — a good first-class hotel ; and 
its name is 11 tho Phoenix.”

Beecher's Dog Story. 

(From the Christian Union, I4th.> 

tTc know it is beneath the dignity appro- 
priate to these editorial columns to tell a dog 
story in them — a dog story with not even a 
moral attached. But after grappling with a 
six-column article in the vain attempt to get 
its pith into half a column (the fruit of which 
labor is delayed by an accident until next week) 
we are going to refresh our minds, if not our 
readers’, by telling a dog story pure and sim- 
ple. We protest in advance against any at- 
tempt by Mr. Darwin, his friends or his foes, to 
deduce from it that dogs can or cannot reason, 
or to prove anything whatever. Now for the 
dogs — as to the veracity of the tale we person- 
ally Couch : 

A narrow log lay as a bridge over a ravine. 
From the opposite ends of the log, at the same 
moment, there started to cross it a big New- 
foundland and a little Italian greyhound. Of 
course they met in the middle; of course there 
was not room for them to pass; neither could 
they go back. The height was a dangerous 
one for the greyhound, and to the water at the 
bottom he was extremely averse. The New- 
foundland could have taken the leap in safety, 
but evidently did not want to. There was a 
fix I The little dog sat down on his haunches, 
stuck his nose straight up in the air, and 
howled. The Newfoundland stood intent,' his 
face solemn with inward workings. Presently 
ho gave a nudge with his nose to the howling 
greyhound, as if to say: “Be still, youngster, 
and iisten.” Then there was silence and seem- 
ing confabulation for a second or two. Imme- 
diately the big dog spread his legs wide apart 
like a Colossus, bestriding the log on its ex- 
treme outer edges, and balancing himself care- 
fully. The little dog sprang through the open- 
ing like a flash. When they reached the op- 
posite shores the greyhound broke into frantic 
gambols of delight, and the Newfoundland, 
after his more sedate fashion, expressed great 
complacency in his achievement, as he surely 
had a right to do. 



Dyspepsia and its Remedies. — Dr. A 
O'Leary lectured recently at the Cooper Insti- 
tute, New York, on “Dyspepsia.” Indications of 
disturbance of the stomach are, he said, caused 
by the fermentation of food. No one should 
ent cabbage boiled with meat, or onions with 
steaks, as they create biliousness. Cabbage 
is one of the best articles of food when it is 
cooked properly. It should be boiled in pure 
water. As a cure for dyspepsia he recom- 
mended a teaspoonful of carbonate of soda, 
which neutralizes the acid in the stomach. 
The causes of dyspepsia are the use of butter, 
grease, gravy, and eating too hastily. Dyspep- 
sia does not come Irom large eating. Those 
afflicted with it should take a short sleep after 
dinner. The liver has turn h to do with dys- 
pepsia. Whenever the white of the eye shows 
a yellow tinge, it proceeds from the liver; 
tenderness in the pit of the stomach is an in- 
dication of diseased liver. 

A slight pain under the right ribs and back 
to the shoulder, also proceeds from the liver.. 
Those that are prone to Ibis disease should not 
sleep too much, or enjoy too much heat — too 
much heat tends to enlarge the liver. Fruit 
and vegetable diet is the best that can be 
adopted, but persons of a weak constitution 
should add to it meat once a day, but not 
oftener, and bread if properly made. Persons 
afflicted with dyspepsia should not use calomel. 
The lecturer recommended Turkish baths to 
be taken, as they relieve the liver. — Exchange. 



Hydkate op Chloral. — Another death from 
the use of chloral is recorded ns having taken 
place in New York on Monday. It is strange, 
says the World, how widespread is the delusion 
that this powerful and frequently unmanagea- 
ble drug is a safe and universal panacea. Men 
and women in any grade of life are forming 
the habit of using it without directions from a 
physician on the most trivial occasion. Men 
use it to procure sleep, and women to calm 
their nerves. Its rapid action, and the fact 
that it does not leave behind it the usual re- 
action consequent upon the use of most nar- 
cotics, has given it a wonderful popularity. 
Ar.d yet both experience and the testimony 
of medical men have shown it to be extremely 
dangerous. The dose that may at one time do 
no apparent harm, may work deadly mischief 
when tried a second time. The very nature of 
the drug is yet imperfectly understood, and it 
is suspected by many physicians that it often 
undergoes a change while tightly bottled, and 
so becomes a deadly poison. The public can- 
not be too earnestly warned against its use ex- 
cept under competent direction. 



The Care of Horses in a Nut-Shell. — 
Handle the colt from the time it is foaled. By 
not working (be dam too hard, and by generous 
food, keep her in good flow of milk. Feed 
well from the day of foaling ; never let it stop 
growing, llalter-brcak the first winter. 

Begin to work him very lightly when two 
years old. Don't put him to heavy work until 
five years old. Feed him regularly, evenly and 
generously, whether at work or idle. Keep 
his stable clean, warm, well ventilated, and 
light. Clean him every day, morning and 
night. Take off harness when brought to 
the stable sweated from work. Don't let 
working hours encroach five minutes on feed- 
ing times. Always put a lighter load than 
that which you think the horse could pull at 
his best. Never check his head up before a 
load. Keep your fences good, and your colt 
will not learn to breach. Don't let shoes go 
until they fall off. Go ten miles to a good 
horse-shoer rather than one mile to a botch. If 
your horse is sick, and you are sure of the 
nature of the ailment, attend to him at once; 
if the attack is beyond your knowledge, send 
to an experienced surgeon. Never let a quack 
into your stable. Ninety-nine out of every 
hundred colts, colics, heaves, blindnesses, 
strains, spavins, curbes, and other diseases and 
accidents to a horse, are caused by gross neg- 
lect. 

Salt for Hogs. — There is no doubt that the 
privation of salt is the cause of those violent 
and fatal diseases which so frequently attack 
the bog — diseases which baffle all kinds of 
treatment. Salt has the property of prevent- 
ing many of these diseases which appear sud- 
denly and without apparent cause. Salt is one 
of the constituents of the blood, and it has been 
observed that in certain diseases (like the 
cholera) there is an absence of saline matter 
in the blood, and in these cases the blood is 
black; probably the fluidity of the blood, its 
stimulating qualities and the property it pos- 
sesses of preserving itself, depends more or less 
upon these saline components. Those persons 
who put little or no salt into their own food 
are the most subject to worms. It is the same 
with animals. If the food be not regularly 
salted, salt should be kept near them. 



JggfAn invention has recently been made, 
and is being somewhat generally used, calcu- 
lated to render timber more durable and last- 
ing. It is termed an “ironizing process,” by 
which, through some chemical agency, the 
perishable qualities of the wood are destroyed, 
and it is alleged renders it nearly as durable as 
stone. This will prove a valuable improve- 
ment, if successful, as,is claimed, and will tend 
to render wood pavement more popular in 
places hitherto prejudiced against it. It is 
stated that there are establishments in Chicago 
devoted exclusively to this ironizing process, 
where millions of feet are being prepared for 
street pavement. 



Remedy for a Felon. — Many persons arc 
liable to extreme suffering from felons on the 
finger. The following prescription is recom- 
mended as a sure cure for the distressing ail- 
ment : “Take common rock salt, such as is used 
for salting down pork or beef; dry it in an oven; 
then pound it fine and mix spirits of turpen- 
tine in equal parts. Put it in a rag, and wrap 
around the paH affected, and as it gets dry put 
on more, and in twenty-four hours we ate 
cured; the felon is dead.” It will do no harm 
to try it.
